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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  FOR  1934. 


The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
the  67th  report  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  Subscribers,  Mrs.  H.  C.  L. 
Corry  was  appointed  on  the  Management  Committee,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement  of  the  Hon.  Mrs  Stirling, 
through  ill  health. 

The  year  was  marked  by  three  periods  of  infection  and 
quarantine,  covering  a  total  of  62  days.  Hence  a  considerable  drop 
in  the  number  of  admissions.  Two  legacies,  each  of  £100,  were 
received  in  the  course  of  the  year  ;  one  from  the  late  Mr.  J.  H. 
Sedgwick,  of  Alpheton,  and  the  other  from  the  late  Miss  E.  J. 
Turner,  of  Boxford,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  were 
conveyed  in  each  case  to  the  Executors. 

The  repayment  of  £007  to  Capital,  at  the  end  of  1933,  left 
the  funds  somewhat  depleted,  and  the  improvements  carried  out 
during  the  year  were  modest  in  extent.  They  included  a  Wire¬ 
less  Set  for  the  patients  (to  replace  one  that  had  done  good 
service, but  was  out  of  date),  a  hot  cupboard  for  the  kitchen,  and 
a  coal  shed  for  the  Nurses’  Home.  With  the  aid  of  the  Weybrew 
Trust  fund,  however,  a  fine  new  operating  table  for  the  theatre, 
a  new  drum  steriliser,  and  an  additional  fracture  bedstead  were 
added  to  the  equipment  at  a  total  cost  of  £152  6s.  5d. 

Fourteen  accident  cases,  concerned  with  motor  traffic,  were 
admitted  which,  with  one  that  remained  in  from  the  previous 
year,  involved  483  days’  maintenance.  Three  were  Contributory 
Scheme  Members  ;  £35  14s.  6d.  was  received  in  respect  of  eight 
of  them,  and  four  cases  are  still  unsettled. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  report  shows  yet  another  success¬ 
ful  year,  with  a  further  advance  in  the  number  of  members,  and 
an  increase  of  £55  Is.  9d.  in  the  total  handed  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  wish  to  record  their  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  help  of  the  Committees  and  Collectors  in  the  town  and 
district  (under  Mr.  A.  B.  Walters,  Honorary  Organising  Secretary

and  Treasurer)  and  of  their  voluntary  work  in  connection  with 
this  important  addition  to  the  income  of  the  Hospital.  Members 
have  received  extra  benefits  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  the 
Bury  and  West  Suffolk  General  Hospital. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  massage  for  Scheme  Members 
as  out-patients  was  given  a  good  deal  of  consideration,  but 
arrangements  were  not  quite  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Committee  are  much  indebted  to  the  following  for 
valuable  assistance  during  1934: — The  Clergy,  Free  Church 
Ministers  and  Congregations  for  Harvest  Thanksgiving  and  other 
Church  Collections  ;  the  Sudbury  Dramatic  Society  for  their 
performances  of  “Milestones”  and  “Orders  are  Orders”  ;  all 
responsible  for  the  house  to  house  collections  ;  the  Mayoress,  Mrs. 
R.  G.  Rees  and  her  Committee  (with  Mrs.  I.  Gooday  as  Hon.  Sec.) 
who  organised  the  Sudbury  Rose  Day  Collection  ;  Miss  Pamela 
Steed  (and  helpers)  who  organised  the  Rose  Day  Collection  in  the 
district  ;  Miss  Williams,  Miss  Brookes  and  the  Gt  Cornard  Young 
People,  in  connection  with  their  successful  entertainment;  the 
scholars  and  teaching  staffs  of  the  various  Schools,  Mrs.  Rix  and 
the  V.  A.  Detachment  and  many  others  who  helped  to  make 
Pound  Day  a  success,  1344  lbs.  of  groceries  alone  being  sent  in  ; 
the  League  of  Mercy  for  a  grant  of  ^20  and  Lady  May  for  her 
advocacy ;  the  League  of  Remembrance  for  needlework  done 
gratuitously  ;  the  Suffolk  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross  Society  for  the 
use  of  the  Ambulance,  of  which  patients  were  so  glad  to  avail 
themselves;  those  who  conducted  the  weekly  religious  services  and 
the  ward  visitation  ;  and  many  donors  of  eggs,  fruit,  vegetables, 
butter,  cream,  books,  papers,  tinfoil,  woollen  garments,  etc.,  sent 
in  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Much  reliance  is  placed  on  the  interest  and  help  of  the  regu¬ 
lar  Subscribers.  The  Committee  would  be  glad  to  hear  of  new¬ 
comers  to  the  neighbourhood,  who  might  be  approached  with  a 
view  of  filling  up  the  inevitable  gaps  that  occur  in  the  list. 

The  Nurses  were  delighted  to  have  a  Piano,  thanks  to  the 
fund  inaugurated  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  collected  by  Rev. 
Father  R.  G.  Moir.  The  Committee  are  most  grateful  to  Father 
Moir  and  to  all  who  contributed  this  means  of  diversion  and

The  Matron  and  her  Staff  have  completed  another  year  of 
very  creditable  work,  which  has  elicited  praise  from  all  familiar 
with  the  work  of  St.  Leonard’s.

Annual  Report,  Year  Ended  31st  July,  1934. 


The  eleventh  year  of  the  Contributory  Scheme  has  again 
shown  a  substantial  amount  of  progress,  the  sum  collected  for 
the  Hospital  being  greater  by  £61  3s.  lid.  than  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  members  at  31st  July,  1934,  was  5,585.  The 
number  admitted  to  Hospital  was  274  and  these  received 
treatment  which  involved  4,567  days’  maintenance.  There  were 
140  visits  for  dressings,  X-Ray  examinations,  etc. 

The  Committee  of  Management  again  express  their  sincere 
thanks  to  all  Voluntary  Workers,  Local  Committees,  Secretaries 
and  Collectors  on  behalf  of  the  Scheme,  who  continue  to  give 
their  valuable  services  to  the  work  of  administration;  also  to 
those  who  allow  their  premises  to  be  used  as  paying  centres  and 
to  employers  who  enable  collections  to  be  made  at  places  of 
employment. 

A  summary  of  the  accounts  for  the  year  is  given  at  the  end 
of  this  report  ;  and  the  Scheme  Central  Committee  acknowledge 
with  thanks  the  services  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Green,  who  has  once  more 
so  kindly  acted  as  Honorary  Auditor. 

A  year  ago  the  Central  Committee  called  attention  to  the 
many  extensions  and  improvements  which  had  been  made 
possible  and  of  which  Contributors  were  already  reaping  the 
advantage.  They  now  have  great  pleasure  in  announcing  yet 
another  new  and  valuable  Benefit ! 

In  future,  Massage  and  Radiant  Heat  Treatments  will  be 
provided  for  members  of  the  Scheme,  who  will  be  able  to  attend 
the  Hospital  as  Out-patients,  by  arrangements  made  between 
their  own  Doctors  and  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff.  No  charge  will 
be  made  except  when  the  member  is  able  to  claim  the  cost  of  the 
treatment  required,  under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  or 
the  Road  Traffic  Act.  These  treatments  are  available  for 
Contributory  Scheme  members  only. 

Here  then  is  one  more  cause  for  satisfaction  in  being 
a  member  of  the  Contributory  Scheme,  and  yet  another  reason 
for  getting  any  of  your  friends  who  do  not  already  belong  to  it 
to  join  at  once. 

The  Central  Committee  are  confident  that  this  very  impor¬ 
tant  addition  to  the  services  secured  will  be  greatly  appreciated  ; 
and  they  appeal  to  EVERY  MEMBER  to  help  to  make  it  the 
occasion  of  a  further  substantial  increase  in  membership.
